H E King, like a good K

generality of Turks. His thoughts were

permitting him to have many flaves, or 
perhaps not caring to be troubled with

The Divan is held in an apartment in the ſecou d 
court of tte Seraglio. The Grand Viſier preſides at it, 
and in h's abſence the Kaimatan, There juſtice is ad- 
mi aiſtered to all who r:quire it, and the parties plead 
their own cauſe, - Above the Grand Viſier's feat is a 
lat iced window, where the Sultan can fee and hear all 


that paſſes, without being diſcovered by any one. This 


keeps the judges in awe, and prevents their doing acts 
of 1nju" ice th rough bribery, a neceſſary. precaution in 
a country where avarice is the prevailing pafſion, Here 
likewiſe are held thoſe counſels which are called Divans, 
a name given to them from the place in which they are 
held.

tuation in this family obliged me to per- 


form offices which in others are filled by 


feveral individuals, 1 was, at her return 
from the bath, in quality of femme: de 
chambre, to help her off 5 the moſt 
troubleſome parts of her dreſs. After 
which TI acted as cook, and under her 
directions ſerved up a meal which would

The eunuchs, as they 
led me out of the palace, aſked me why 
I was called back, and I told them, 
with great readineſs, that our miſtreſs 
had ordered me and my companions to 
entertain her with a dance, as we had

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no ſecret, I told my fellow captives 
what I had imagined to be the order of 
our miſtreſs, and I acquainted my coun- 
trymen in private, that Mirgala ex- 
pected us to continue. our amuſements.

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- An eunuch, who by accident was 
paſſing by, reprimanded the overſeer for 
ſtriking me contrary to the orders of his 
miſtreſs. Eunuchs are held in great 
reſpect by the other officers, and this 
excuſed himſelf by ſaying, that I was an 
idle fellow, whom he could not make 
work without blows. Let him fleep if 
he chuſes, ſaid this ſhape of a man; 
have you not ſlaves enough beſides todothe 
work ? Sleep will refreſh him, and make 
him fitter for. the work he has to do, 
At theſe words the overſeer held down 
his head, and walked off without a word 
of anſwer. I thanked the eunuch for 
his charity, and without making uſe of 
the indulgence granted me, aroſe and 
went to my buſineſs. 

When I had made my reflexions on 
what had paſſed, and had weighed the 
laſt words of my protector, I concluded 
that he could be no other than my noc- 
turnal guide, and that his behaviour was 
in conſequence of orders he had received 
from Mirzala. There needed no great

The beautiful Crocus very obligingly 
aſſiſted me to dreſs. Her eyes ſeemed 
to ſay that ſhe wiſhed for a little of my 
converſation, but I had talked ſo long 
with Mirzala, that I had no inclination 
to engage in a freſh diſcourſe.

"Otwithſtanding all my fortitude, 
J was ftill haunted by melan- 
choly reflections.

The pleaſure the 
ſeemed to partake with me was very 
flattering, but I was ſtill uneaſy, leſt our 
correſpondence ſhould take wind before 
F accompliſhed the great work of my 
freedom. The ſlighteſt ſuſpicion on the 
part of Ibrahim might undo me at once; 
and what would his wife's promiſe of 
revenging me avail, if I had been diſ- 
patched, as might well happen, without 
her knowledge ? 

I was not ambitious of the honour of 
having it ſaid, after my death, that #***®

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Theſe ſhocking. apprehenfions made 
me, at times, excecdingly low ſpirited, 
which my companions laid, of courle, 
to the account of my captivity. 

Carcut, the traſty eunuch, whoſe 5 
delity. to his miſtreſs could only be 
equalled by his readineſs to miniſter to 
the pleaſures of others, gave me, fre- 
quently, money in private, which Mir 
zala had ſent me, and which. I always 
Tuts with him, I likewiſe gave ſome, - 

part of it to the overſeers,. for nothing, 
can ſoften the heart of a Turk like it; 
they are in general avaricious, and the 
lower ſort of people remarkably fo. 
The reſt of Mirzala's gold was ſpent in, 
procuring ſuch - neceflaries as might 
render my captivity, and that of my 
fellow flaves, more comfortable, I told 
them that I received money from my 
friends through the ambaſſador, and 
that they would ſend me ſome from time 
to time doen they could raiſe the ſum re- 
quired for my freedom. 

1 had, at the defire of Mirgala, aſked: 
the. price of my ranſom, which was 
fixed at four pur/es, a ſum which ſhe had

I was fo. much el at the - 
tion of the obligation (which in a ſtriki 
manner difplayed the ruling 1 
the Sultan's Alter) that my induſtry 
greatly abated, and, according to her 
calculation, I ſhould have been above 
der years in working myſelf out of 
debt. However, though I deteſted the 
mercenarineſs of her temper, I could 
not but admire the charms of her 
perſon.

This fair hypoente affected a gentle 
Bel of uſage with reſpect to her-ſlaves, 
but ſhe had always more favourites than

The Ramazaz is the lent of the Turks. They 
are forbid, at this time, either to eat, drink, ſmoak, or 
bed with their wives, from ſun-riſe to fun-ſet; after- 
wards they make themſelves amends for their abſtinence, 
All kind of buſineſs is tranſacted at night, and they 
Neep the whole day. The Turks believe that during 
the month of Ramazar the gates of Paradiſe are open, 
and thoſe of hell ſhut. To drink wine during the time 
the ſun is above the hor:zon, is a crime only to be ex- 
piated by death, They tell you of one Mahomer Selim 
who was found drunk in the ſtreets of Conftaniinople, 
in the Ramaxan of the year 1713, and was puniſhed b 
pouring melted lead down his throat. They are fo 
fcrupulous in the point of abſtaining from drink, that 
they never dip their heads when they bathe during this 
ſeaſon, left ſome drops of water ſhould enter by the 
mouth, noſe, or ear; but as this caution is not ſufficient, 
with reſpect to the female ſex, they are never permitted 
to bathe at all during the month, 5 
The Turkiſh ladies are avowedly irreligions, and 
when their Jitt'e regard for the Prophet is odjected to 
them, they readily anſwer, that they hold themſelves 
under no obligation to conform to the regulations of a 
man who has placed his very cat in Pa adiſe in prefe- 
rence to their ſex ; but they ſeem not to recollect that 
this venerable animal had a taſte for divinity, For 


proof 
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that a moderate uſe of this liquor rather 
forwarded her pleaſures; and as I was 
perfectly eaſy on the ſcore of the Pro- 
phet, I ſwallowed ſeveral glaſſes of moſt 
excellent Cyprus without the leaſt ſeru- 
ple. It was, beſides, adminiſtered by 
a hand, and in moments, which would 
have made the moſt zealous of Myuful- 
mans to tranſgreſs againſt the Alcoran. 


proof of it, take a ſketch of the cat's hiſtory. This. 
domeſlic of the Prophet was one day laid upon the
